Lincoln County's Debt 


"* OUNTT debts incurred by men 
"' 
who have long since moved 


away, but which the creditors expect 
the present residents to pay, are not 
pleasant to think about, but Lincoln 
county has to face just such a con- 
dition of affairs. 
It appears that the 


county was without money from the 
very beginning, and for five years 
paid its bills with warrants, the cash 
value of which was less than 
fifty 


:ents on the dollar. 
Ultimately a 


courthouse was built at a heavy cost. 


I Time came when the warrrants had 
to be settled for, and bonds were is- 
sued for $181,000': but since 1875, 
when they were sold, interest has not 
been paid and the whole issue, which 
was to have been redeemed in 1885, 
has been left neglected, with interest 


j rolling- up until the debt now amounts 
to $700.000. 


The Searchlight Bulletin, to wnich 


we are indebted for these figures, 
urges that a compromise with the 
creditors be mkde. It certainly looks 
like a reasonable proposition and the 
legislature, if appealed to foe the nec- 
essary authority, should not hesitate 
to grant it. It seems that the orig-. 


trial debt was more than twice what 
it ought to have .been,, that included 
in it were a warrant for $15,000 is- 
sued to-.a sheriff for serving forty at- 
tachments on one trip, and bills for 
lead pencils at $10 a dozen, besides 
other extravagances. Tfioy were debts 
incurred and apporved, however, an'J 
the bondholders are not responsible 
for what the money raised by the 
sale of the securities was used to pay.
